Burns and Byron are admired and loved only 
because of the spiritual gems that shine out here 
and there from their pages. Nothing can equal the 
tenderness of Burns’ lines to a mouse on turning 
her up in her nest with his plow. I can not forbear 
quoting that well-worn stanza beginning: 


“But, Mousie, thou art no’ thy lane 

In proving foresight may be vain; 

The best laid schemes o’ mice an’ men 
Gang aft a-gley, 

An’ lea’e us naught but grief and pain 
For promised joy.” 


We forget that Burns ever wrote anything im- 
pure in our admiration of the exquisitely pure and 
beautiful lines quoted. In many of his other poems 
the sentiment is eminently pure and chaste. Nature 
lay very near his heart. The soul is superior to the 
man of clay. How infinitely better it would be if 
only the gocd and pure were uttered! Both poet 
and people would gain if such were the case. 

We are not yet beyond the shadow of darkness 
that fell over the English mind when Byron wrote 
Don Juan. Yet even in that poem there are stanzas 
that are immortal, because they breathe forth a re- 
fined and spiritual beauty that touches the soul. 

You may search wherever you will, and only that 
abides which is moral and pure. We ought to learn 
this lesson. We ought to know that our lives will 

be gratefally remembered only because of their 
moral tone, their purity of sentiment, and loving 
usefulness. 





EXOUSES. 

Under the figure of a great supper, made for in- 
vited guests, Jesus represents the provision God 
has made for men, as revealed in the Gospel of his 
Son; and by the refusal of some who were invited 
to accept the invitation, he represents the manner 
in which some men to whom the invitation of the 
Gospel comes, refuse to comply with it. Such peo- 
ple seldom announce the true reason for their re- 
fusal to accept the invitation given them, but at- 
tempt to cover their real feeling by various excuses. 

One says: **I love pleasure, and therefore I can 
not be a Christian ;’’ as if the requirements of Christ 


You have walked down town in the 
calm cool of the evening in the company of one 
whom you knew to be pure and noble in thought 
and life. Your converse has been of pure things; 
there has been an outreaching sympathy between 
you. You have talked better than you believed it 
possible for you to do, and have felt at parting that 
you were experiencing those delightfal sensations 
which Emerson rightly named the ‘‘Oversoul.”’ 
Speaking of Emerson reminds me of the fact that 
he was wont to mingle much with his fellow-towns- 
men throughout the greater part of the year, and 
gained from them all something they had no know!l- 
edge of having—probing with that rare spiritual 
insight of his, that loving sympathy, the inmost 
recesses of their souls. And when winter had come, 
and the snow lay deep around his New England 
home, he gave a series of lectures in which he strove 


doubtless forbidden; but these, so far from minis- 
tering to life’s real enjoyment, plant thorns in the 
pillow of him who indalges in them. 

“Great peace have they that love thy law, and 
nothing shall cause them to offend.”’ 

Young people are most likely to be affected by 
the illusion of sinful pleasures, while persons of 


a Christian, if that conviction were acted upon 
faithfully. 

Excuses are used to palliate wrong. He who in- 
tends to do right has no need of excuses, for he can 
render a reason for his course, but he whose con- 
victions are in harmony with the Gospel of Christ, 
while he fails to yield compliance is self-condemned. 
Refusing compliance, men deprive themselves of 
the present blessedness which the ways of religion 
afford, and they also jeopardize their eternal in-

block. ‘‘I have so many cares that I can not attend 
to religious things,’”’ is the thought of very many; 
as if the cares of life were a good reason for leading 
one to reject that which alone can fit one easily to 
bear them. He who is able to cast his cares upon 
the Lord, has a source of comfort and strength that 
irreligious people can not know. That man is to be 
pitied who bears life’s burdens alone, and who has 
no God on whom to cast his cares, or to whom he 
may look for comfort in the hour of trial. 

The plea is sometimes urged that one can not be 
a Christian, and successfully engage in the conduct 
of worldly business. If it be meant that there are 
many kinds of business in which a man can not 
successfully engage and bea Christian, this is un- 
doubtedly true; but, on the other hand, itis not 
necessary that a man should engage in unlawful 
kinds of business in order to secure the necessary 
things of this life, and if it were so, no man can 
afford to sell his manhood for the paltry gains of 
sin. All the legitimate forms of worldly business 
may be carried on in harmony with the golden rule, 
and if all men in business were governed by that 
rule, the world would be the better for it. 

Social habits and associations are the excuse by 
which many people attempt to justify themselves 
in their irreligious courses. That the power of 
these habits and association is very great, is doubt- 
Jess true, and. t_ as strong for the right as 
eg rr | ge 80 wise as to form 
them in the right direction. If one has formed 
wrong habits and evil associations he labors under 
great disadvantage, but no ties of this sort are so 
strong that they can not be broken; and to break 
such ties involves a true heroism that will ennoble 
him who has the courage to make the attempt suc- 
ceesfully. 

Some men have so long lived in sin that their 
habits are very strongly fixed in the wrong direc- 
tion, and their moral feelings have become very 
much deadened, so that truth and moral convictions 
which once impressed them, now have little effect 
upon them. The case of such persons is sad and 
dangerous; but the knowledge that such is their 
state should be of itself a reason for alarm, and for 
doing from conviction what may not be done from 
impulse. The fact that one has sense enough to 
lead him to make an excuse like this is of itself 
proof that his case is not a hopeless one, but that 
there is yet a remedy if he will use it. 

The morality of some men serves them as an ex- 
cuse for not giving the invitation of the Gospel a 
welcome, They are jike the Pharisees of old, who 
felt no need of the Great Physician’s aid, while in- 
deed their need was very great. Now if morality 
is the genuine sort, inspired by love to God and 
love to map, it is all that can be required, for it is 
the essence of all true religion; but morality is 
oftener the outward appearance of propriety, with- 
out the inward principle, and is like the barren fig 
tree on which the Master found nothing but leaves. 

Skepticism as to the special claims of Christianity 
and as to the truth of its doctrines serves as an ex- 
cuse to many persons, who, in this age, incline to 
free-thinking. Ohristianity may be well enough, 
but they can not admit that it has any special claims 
upon them. In particular these people can not be- 
lieve that eternal destiny depends on the character 
formed, and the course pursued in the present life. 
If such skepticism comes as a result of honest in- 
quiry, it is to be sympath!zed with and helped, not 
blamed; but if, as it is to be feared is more often 
the case, these doubts result from unwillingness to

The divine invitation should meet universal ac- 
ceptance. It is made to all men, and all who will 
may accept it and be saved. The invitation will 
not continue always. There must be an end to all 
human things, and to every one of us the end of 
life and all that pertains thereto comes when the 
summons comes to us to go hence and join the mul- 
tiftudes who have preceded us. ‘Whatever specu- 
lation we may have had, there is no assurance that 
probation, or the offers of mercy will be extended 
to men beyond this life, especially to these who, 
having had the light of truth, have refused com- 
pliance with its claims; and of such the condemna- 
tion will be greater than if they had sinned against 
less light and less manifestations of divine love.

‘Faith cometh by hearing, and hearing by the 
word of God.’”’ Rom. 10: 17. This is the faith that 
was once delivered to the saints (Jude 1: 3); this is 
the faith that was once revealed to Paul. Paul was 
not one of the twelve; he was a chosen vessel to the 
Gentiles. As Saul, theson of Cis, was the first king 
of Israel], so Saul of Tarsus was the first apostle to the 
Gentiles or the Gospel dispensation. They were 
both of the tribe of Benjamin, the youngest of the 
twelve patriarchs. Paul did not receive his Gospel 
from Peter, or any of the twelve, nor of man; but 
by the revelation of Jesus Ohrist. (Gal. 1: 12.) 
Paul preached his Gospel first to the Jews that 
were scattered among the Gentiles. He says: ‘I 
am not ashamed of the Gospel of Christ; for itis the 
power of God unto salvation to every one that be- 
lieveth ; to the Jew first, and also to the Gentile. 
For therein is the righteousness of God revealed 
from faith to faith [from Abraham to Cornelius]; 
as it is written, The just shall live by faith.”” Rom. 
1: 16, 17. 

Paul preeched his Gospel to the Jews until he 
came to Antioch, where they spoke against it and 
blasphemed. ‘Then Paul and Barnabas waxed 
bold, and said, It was necessary that the word of 
God should first have been spoken to you; but see- 
ing ye put it from you, and judge yourselves un- 
worthy of everlasting life, lo, we turn to the Gen- 
tiles. For so hath the Lord commanded us, saying, 
I have set thee to be a light of the Gentiles, that 
thou shouldest be for salvation unto the ends of the 
earth.”? Acts 18: 46,47. Paul preached the same 
Gospel to the Gentiles that he did to the Jews. 
‘For the Gentiles bésought that these words might 
be preached to them the next Sabbath.”’ Paul 
preached the same Gospel that Peter preached at 
the house of Cornelius. Peter preached the same 
Gospel at the house of Cornelius that was preached 
to Abraham, to-wit: ‘‘And the Scripture, foreseeing 
that God would justify the heathen through faith, 
preached before the Gospel unto Abraham, saying, 
In thee shall all nations be blessed.”” Gal, 3: 8. 
This is synonymous with ‘‘whosoever believeth 
in him shall receive remission of sins.”’ (Acts 10: 
48) This was the stumbling-stone that was laid in 
Zion.

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ANTIOOH AGENT'S NOTES. 

Last Saturday I went to Sunbury, Ohio, where I 
spent the Sabbath with Bro. Duckworth in serv- 
ices at two of his churches—Trenton and Bethel. 
The morning and evening services were with the 
Trenton Ohurch, and the afternoon service at 


Bethel. 
- The Bethel Ohurch isa Christian Union society, 
and one of the strongest in this section. Bro. 
Duckworth for the past four years has had charge 
of four congregatione—the two above named and 
the ones at Sparta and Centerburg. His work has 
been very acceptable at all these places. He isa 
man of great activity and earnestness. Few men 
will accomplish more in a year in the way of 
preaching and revival work. He believes thor- 
oughly in the saving power of the Gospel of Jesus 
Ohrist. He deals with sin from the standpoint of 
determined enmity. He makes no compromises 
with it. As a result, he witnesses many s>uls 
saved from its ravages during the year. Oenter- 
burg and Sparta will lose his labors for next year, 
but Sunbury and Bethel will retain him for half 
the time. His family will remove to Mt. Sterling 
some time in the near future. I preached at Bethel 
in the afternoon and lectured at Trenton in the 
evening. The evening audience was large and 
composed mostly of young people. Oirculars and 
catalogues were freely distributed, and the interests 
of the college presented as best I could. Young 
people were present from homes eight and ten 
miles distant. Quite a number of school-teachers 
listened with close attention to the lecture. We 
hope much good will come of this visit. 

Remained in the community over Monday, 
visiting a few families of the church. Among 
these were Bros. Fisher, Miller, Gage, Smith, and 
Elias Oondit, Sisters Perfect, Overturf, and Wilcox. 
Bro. Miller is the father of H. P. Miller, who 
graduated this year. He is an ardent Prohibition- 
ist and a candidate for Congress on that ticket. He 
Owns @ small tract of land between Galena and 
Sunbury. There are only nine hundred and forty 
acres of it, but he makes a good living out of Saas 
The country in this section is exceedingly fertil 
The wheat, oats, and hay crops are abundant. The 
hay yield is astonishing. Grasshoppers have 
absented themselves almost entirely. The weather 
has been of a sort to cure hay in a perfect manner. 
The corn crop, however, will suffer from the long 
dry season with its extremely cool nights. Glorious 
seasons for refreshing slumber, but hard on the 
corn crop. The people of this region have been 

_ very fortunate in almost every respect during the 
year, and for this they should be thankful. 

©. O. Wilcox, who graduated last year and who 
is now at Starkey, was brought up here; his par- 
ents live about two miles from the Trenton Church. 

Bro. Fisher, I suppose, is as well known to the 
brotherhood as any one associated with the werk 
here. He is still hale and vigorous; was in atten- 
dance at both services on Sunday. Taken all in 
all, my visit to this church was very encouraging. 

On Tuesday I returned to Centerburg, where I 
am making headquarters for the present. The 
Campbellites or Disciples of Christ, are erecting a 
church in this place, where there are already four 
churches and a population of about six hundred. I 
understand that the ‘‘Adventists” are also coming 
here soon. It is not my desire to speak harshly 
about denominations or sects, but I think it may be 
truly said of these two denominations, that they 
are doing more injury to the cause of true Chris- 
tianity than they are doing good for anything. 
Not but that many of their local churches are 
accomplishing good, and individual members liv- 
ing exemplary lives, but the spirit that lies at the 
bottom of the whole business is nothing more nor 
leas than withering Pharisaism, that “‘maketh clean 
the outside of the cup and the platter,”’ and per- 
mits the inside to remain unclean; who “strain at 
a gnat and swallow a camel;’”’ who “pay tithe of 
mint and anise and cummin, and omit the 
weightier matters of the law, judgment, mercy, 
and faith.”” The leaders in the church enterprise 
here are the ones who hold the fort in all the store- 
box encounters, and who rasp the nerves of sensi- 
tive Sanday-school attendants in taking the posi- 

tion that by wisdom men find out God, and by

The parables of the lost sheep and the lost coin 
were intended to set forth one side of the great in- 
terest of God in mankind, and by intimation the 
great wrong in objecting to whatever went toward 
that salvation. They did not give a vivid picture 
of the lost, nor did they directly condemn the mur- 
murs against his association with the publicans and 
sinners, The parable of the prodigal son placed be- 
fore us in rapidly moving pictures the extreme sin- 


“Father, I have sinned against heaven and 


falness and wretchedness of the sinner, while it 
presents us in the best possible light the Pharisees 
and scribes who murmured against him. Beside 
these, in pictures of great light and beauty, is ex- 
hibited the tenderness and love of God toward those 
who, in the most wretched moral plight, come back 
to him, repenting of and confessing theirsins. The 
parable is one of exceeding richness and beauty, 
well worth the title, the pearl of parables. The 
Church has laid great stress upon the part referring 
to the prodigal himself, while the part referring to 
the elder brother has been deemed obscure, or held 
to be of indifferent interest. I think so much space 
would not have been given to it by Jesus were this 
so. A little more than half as many words are used 
to tell the story of the elder brother as are used to 
tell the story of the prodigal. I think one part of 
the story, as given in the lesson to-day, is incom- 
plete with the other part left out. The originating 
thought of the parable is contained in the story of 
the elder brother. It is worthy of our careful ~ 
thought. We have its counterpart to-day, and 
much more extensively than we suppose. 

How many prodigal sons there have been who 
went out as this one did, but never came back! 
The shores of time are covered with their wrecks, 
and they are continuously going away. There is 
no cessation of the living stream of willful wan- 
derers, wasting themselves in the dissipations of 
sin, and bringing themselves to eternal wretched- 
ness, and the never-ending wail of Icst! lost! The 
thought of the multitude thus destroyed is appall- 
ing. It is no wonder men and women are fanatics 
upon the matter of intoxicating drink. Nearly all 
go down through this agency. If it is not the first 
cause, it is the accompanying cause and the hasten- 
ing cause of their destruction. You rarely find a 
fast young man who is not a drinker of some form 
of alcoholic compounds. I knew a man who be- 
came a professional gambler, and who, at the first, 
was not addicted to excessive drinking, but finally 
was overcome by it, and died before reeching the 
fall vigor of manhood. A companion of my boy- 


hood days, who, in any profession would have been 
Drilliant, yieiaea tw the cravings OF licentious in- 


dulgence, drank deeply of the intoxicating cup, and 
died in early life. An officer of my regiment gave 
me the recital of the debauching of a man, an arso- 
ciate with me in my young church life, who was so 
weakened in his stomach that, in his first morning 
drink, he swallowed the same drink three or four 
times before he could retain it, and who, soon after, 
went down to his grave a wretched wreck. And 
yet the same officer, whom I thought had been tided 
over the insane love of liquor, died with delirium 
tremens. I know of a skilled physician, the son of 
a@ very reputable minister, still in the practice of 
medicine, who has lost all power of control of his 
appetite, and against the tender appeals of dear 
ones and loved friends, is rapidly going down toa 
dark and desolate death. Lest me say this one 
thing, that I think to be an absolute truth, though 
terrifically startling, that most of those, the very 
large msjority, who go away from virtue and up- 
rightness to the waste falness of riotous living never 
come back, but die right there. It might be written 
over the door that opens to wantonness of any 
kind, ‘‘No hope to him who enters here.” ‘Wide 
is the gate, and broad is the way that leadeth to 
destruction, and many be they that enter in 
thereby.’”’ It was wisely written, as deecribing the 
certain determination of a carnal, wasteful life, 
**Her feet go down to death; her steps take hold on 
hell.’’ 

There are a few, a very few, who, like this prodi- 
gal, before the wastefulness com pletes its work, and 
there is a passing beyond the death mark from 
which there is no return, come to themselves; 
who think upon their ways; who have come moral 
coursge yet left, and can break away from the 
stupor that is surely sinkiog them to unconecious- 
ness. Some men and women—for the destroyed are 
not all men by any means—wake.up to a sense of 
their abject condition. Under some reectionary 


spasm reason asserts itself; and if, at that moment 
of thoughtfulness, the wanderer will turn his face 
back again toward virtue, there is a charce he may 
recover. Though the sensibilities are blunted, or 
their tenderness benumbed, I suppose that few 
have such a sight of the moral degradation that = 
stamps the prodigal as the victim himself, at this 





critical moment of awakening to a sight of his ab- 
ject condition. He looks back to the house of his 
father. He has a vivid sight of himself when still 
virtuous, before the demon entered into him which 
tore him away from virtue. The contrast of what 
he was, in peace, and fullness, and happiness, and 
what he now is, in disgrace, and want, and misery, 
can only be fully realized by himself. You who 
have never been there can never see the picture in 
its deep, dark shadows as he sees them whose soul 
has been pierced with the hot irons of a degraded 
and dishonored life. He looks out of his surround- 
ings of filth and shame, and longs for one breath of 
the sweet air of his boyish life, before there came 
to him the siren voice that beguiled him to his ruin. 
This moment is exceedingly critical. Perhaps most 
of prodigals come to it at some time or other of 
their sinful career. The many do not have courage 
to act. What were the silken threads of a carnal 
life have become galling chains to hold beyond the 
power of breaking—beyond the power, because 
moral strength in them has sunken almost to noth- 
ing. Here and there one can act, does act. Hesays, 
“T will ariseand go.’”’? He does it instantly. He 
must do it atonce. The least delay to act will be 
fatal. Should he delay the power to act declines 
with fearful rapidity. The return of this prodigal 
is all contained in a few brief words—read verse 
eighteenth to first part of twentieth. He goes back 
bravely but not with bravado. His cry is not for 
restoration to his place as son, but for pity and help, 
It is just as if he said, “‘Help me, father; I am 
abject, starving, perisbing.”” You know the rest. 
He went to the right place, to a father’s heart. 
He could not help taking him in; he was his son. 
How would it be with you, father? You can speak 
very positively in regard to another man’s son, 
what disposition should be made of him—send 
him to the house of correction or to the poor-house. 
But how about your son? ‘Your fatherhood to him 
can not be dead as yet. You may have spoken 
very bitterly of him while away. You may have 
utterly disowned him. You may have forbidden 
the mention of his name in the family. Bat now 
he has come back; and after all he is your son, 
your son. Ab, you can not help giving him a wel- 
come home again. And you ought todo it. You 
would be worse than brutal did his app *als fall upon 
your heart unfelt and unheeded. 

A question and a statement: 1. Why is it so 
many young men are led away into the destruction 
of a sinful life, when there are around them so many 
wrecks to wara them of their fate? Young men do 
not see the wrecke. These do not hold their atten- 
tion long enough to impress them. They do not 
hear the warniog voice as meant for them. They 
do not have any sense of danger, and so they do 
not see, or hear, or feel. I think the great reason is, 
they are fascinated. When a boy I was much 
fascinated in reading a work on fascination or the 
power of charming. It did not mean to illustrate 
this danger, but to my mind it does illustrate it. 
Personify fascination: ‘The lips of fascination drop 
honey, and her mouth is smoother than oil.” Of 
fascination it may be said, “‘She caught him and 
kissed him,’’ etc. Road the whole passage, Pro- 
verbs 7. Rad it of fascination in any form or 
direction. H43goeth after her with the impulse of 
pleasure quickly. He is entranced. He is destroyed. 
It is the same with driak. It fascinates. That is 
what Solomon meant when he said, ‘‘Look not 
upon the wine when it is red, when it giveth his 
color in the cup, when it moveth itself aright.” 
That is the wholestory. The gilded saloons uoder- 
stand it. Its appeal is in the scenery and the tin- 
sel of the theater. Thesenses are bewildered. The 
reason is confused. Men are led away. Like the 
bird, they do not see the snare. The poison of death 
penetrates them. Tae blood poison of indulged ap- 
p ‘tite is*hard to overcome.

bers?” The Church—as “the body of Ohrist’”’—em- 
braces, all converted persons, without regard to 
name or denomination. . The soul that is cleansed 
from sin enters that spiritual church —that living 
body—through Christ, the living door. If my 
name be written on the Lamb’s book of life, it mat- 
ters little on what local church book it may be 
found, or whether on any. Iam a child of God, 
an heir of heaven, and a member of the ‘“‘church 
of the first born, whose names are written in heav- 
en.” No organiz2d body of men cin “vote” me 
into nor out of that sacred relation. Nothing but 
the regenerating infiaenca of the spirit of God, the 
cleansing power of the blood of Christ, can accom- 
plish the work. 

Bat the church, as a local organization, embraces 
such—and only such—as have their names inscribed 
on the roll of its members. It is presumed that the 
members of a local church are all Christians, and 
they surely should be; but they are not such by 
virtue of their local church membership. Roceiv- 
ing me into a local organiz tion does not make me 
a Christian. Withholding fellowship from me does 
not prevent me from being one. ‘'The Spirit and 
the Bride ssy,Gome. [Oome to Christ; come to 
the fountain of the water of life.] Whosoever 
will, may come, and they that come he will in no 
wise caat off.’’ 

Having accepted the invitation, having come to 
Christ, having been accepted of him, and by his 
spirit been made a member of his living body, then 
the next step is to seek membership in a local, or- 
ganized church; and when such ask admission no 
one has the right and no Christian has the desire to 
object. If none asked church fellowship—only such 
as have been truly conyerted—then they should be 
received without vote and without question. Un- 
fortunately such is not the case. Many seek a place 
in the church who have never sought—and never 
desired—fellowship with Christ. To receive such 
does not better their condition spiritually, neither 
does it add to the effective strength of the church. 
On the contrary they are but dead weights for the 
body to carry at best, and are very liable, sooner or 
later, to bring a reproach on the cause. 

With all the care that can be exercised most 
ehurches, in time, become loaded down with a 
mass of “dead matter’’ that they would be better 
off without. In many cases the body would be 
stronger and healthier, bave greater inflaénce for 
good, and be more ¢fiicient in the salvation of souls, 
if the rolls were pruned down one-half or more. A 
sensational preacher comes in and by ekillful ma- 
nipulation, by noise and confusion, by any method 
and by every method swells the church records by 
the addition of some hundreds of names, more or 
less, and at once it is heralded far and near asa 
‘**most wonderful revival ; a glorious work of grace; 
& most gracious outpouring of the spirit of God,”’ 
and the name of the preacher goes out as a great 
evangelist, and ail the churches ere wild to secure 
his servic:s. Bat go back to that same church six 
months ora year afterward, and if you can scarcely 
get a score of members out to prayer and social 
meeting; if, at the time of the regular Sunday serv- 
ices, half the members or more stay at home, or go 
visiting, or go to some other church than the one 
with which they are identified; and if you can 
scarcely get enough together to hold a Sunday- 
school, then you may be sure there is something 
radically wrong somewhere. 

Christian character is our test of Christian fellow- 
ship; should we not apply that test in the outset? 
John the Baptist did not recaive all who came to 
him for baptism. To some he said, ‘Bring forth 
first the fruits of repentance.’’ Are there not cases 
in which we should do the same? Oa one occasion 
&@ woman who was living in adultery came forward, 

The 
church told her, ‘‘You must first change your way 
of living, then come, and we will receive you.”’ I 
think they did just right. Ifa saloon-keeper, a 
gambler, or a drankard desires membership in a 
chureb, it is no unreasonabie thing to demand that 
he shall forsake his sins and manifest an honest 
purpose to live a Ohristian life. Cbrist said, “‘If 
thou bring thy gift to the altar, and there remem- 
ber that thy brother hath aught against thee, leave

Deity is a polished metal mirror, and their teach- 
ing is: Asa mirror reflects the blemishes of the 
form and countenance of mankind, so the Great 
Spirit is able to see all that mankind does that is 
wrong. The temples are very plain and free from 
all garniture. In the center of the principal room 
is placed the mirror, and in some obscure place is 
a box containing an image of an inferior god, whose 
name that particular temple has taken. This is not 
worshiped but preserved simply to remind the 
people of their local or inferior deity. The priests 
live a sort of eventless life, and are devoted to the 
ruler of the Empire and loyal to the nation. 
General Feasts or Matsuri are held on March 3rd, 
May 5th, July 7th, and September 9th of-every 
year. The reason given for this peculiar arrange- 
ment is, that these are unlucky numbers, and as 
festivals are times of rejoicings the gods are pleased 
to see the unlucky numbers disregarded. Besides 
these several festivals, each temple has an annual 
feast called ‘‘Bon-Matsuri or Feast of Lanterns,’’ 
which is held in honor of its particular god, and 
lasts three days. The Temple of Kumano cele- 
brates June ist, 2nd, and 3rd, as the time for this 
observance, and the following description may be 
of interest: The whole day of May 3ist was given 
to preparation. The priests of the temple visited all 
their people in the district and instructed them to 
prepare decorations, which consisted of an old um- 
brella frame stripped of its oiled-paper cover, and 
the ribs are trimmed with pieces of colored paper.

THE TRUE OHUROH DEFINED. 

Calvary is the hignest moral mountain in the 
world, and yet it is an eminence, physically, not 
deserving the name of mountain, if even that of a 
hill. Jesus and his disciples in standing upon it 
are seen farther than John from the rocky heights 
of Patmos, E ijan from the brow of Hermon, or 
Moses fr>m the summits of Sinai or Nebo. 

A'l true disciples, like the ‘twelve and the 
seventy, should stand simply alongside with Jesus, 
or rather, they should, as a host, encircle him as he 
rests on Calvary in his sacrificial work. Bearing 
the banner of the cross simply and holding forth 
the Word of life only, they should seek to accom- 
plish the work entrusted to their hands, gaining for 
their Master the honor due his name. 

The position of the Christians embraces Calvary 
as a center, and Jesus is the conspicaous one to 
whom they look as Lord and Master. We ere 
brethren, and Christ is the common Master of us 
all. We do not fail by any means to reverence 
great human and uninspired names, and we have 
unbounded admiration for the noble deeds of the 
great and the good, but Jesus bears the one name 
to which, as-a tower of strength, we turn, while he 
covers us with the one banner of his love, encircles 
us in the embracive arms of his fellowship, and 
elaborates for us the laws by which we govern our 
lives and which form the basis of our teachings to 
men. . 

With no human leader, with no uninspired law, 
and with no ambition other than the redemption 
of men from the power of sin and their co-opera- 
tion in a single, Christian fellowship, why should 
we not meet with largest success in our work? We 
have succeeded and we can not but continue to suc- 
ceed, after a certain manner. We must not lose 
sight of the center at which we stand and from 
which we reach out our helpfal bands, nor that we 
seek to draw the world from the depths of sin to- 
ward Calvary, and into the outstretched arms of 
Him Who hung upon its tragic cross. The man 
redeemed, .we have done our first and greatest 
work. Beyond this we have indeed a distinctive 
line of action, but it neither separates us as work- 
ers nor the world as saved men from the cross and 
its Christ. 

We plant the feet of our disciples upon the Word 
—the inspired law of heaven—and teach them there- 
from and in the spirit of the one blessed Master to 
reach forth the hand of fellowship toward all who 
love our Lord and theirs with supreme devotion. 
This makes us distinctive in our work but in no nar- 
row sense. ‘I'he platform of our feet is broad enough 
for the world; the fellowship of our hearts is want- 
ing for no one who has washed his robes in the 
blood of the Lamb. while we simply say to our 
Obristian fellows, Follow Christ with us. 

In our work we establish no church, save that of 
Jesus; we build no altar, save that of the cross; we 
formulate no creed, having that of the Word; we 
fling no banner to the breeze, but that of Calvary 
alone; and we erect no ecclesiastical walls, feeling 
that those of the Church are narrow enough yet all- 
sufficient. 

It is the Church in its enlargement over which 
we glory, and for which we labor and contend. 
This Church the Master is building, and we wish 
simply to aid his work. We are not commissioned 
to build a new Presbyterianism or a new Method- 
ism. There is a seeming glory in denominational- 





and from our standpoint a humble, local church, 
embracing a tcore of simple-minded disciples of 
our Lord, bound together with love in. the one 
faith of his Word—such a local church is to us more 
in its honor and glory than a thousand Methodisms 
as denominational organizations. 

We do not fail of admiration for that denomina- 
tional machinery through which these millions of 
men and women battle alongside. A monument 
that embodied simply greatness and beauty, and 
which conserved no other end we could admire, 
Bat the glory of Methodism, in the eye of God, is 
simply in its embodiment of the Church. It is the 
church force in Methodism that gives it its glory 
and sublimity, and not Methodism in the Church. 

No denominational ism can add anything to the 
glory of the Church. The Church is perfect, for it 
is ag fair as the moon, clear as the sun, and terrible 
as an army with banners. You might as well talk 
of adding grandeur to the mountains, depth to the 
ocean, or brilliancy to the sun, as to think of add- 
ing to the inherent glory of the Church. 

Denominationalism, in the sectarian use of the 
term, 1s but a scaffolding thrown up around the 
Church, ostensibly to improve its appearance and 
add to its effectiveness. Take down the scaffolding 
and let the Caurch stand alone! Take away the 
clouds and let the sun shine in its full strength! 
The Church needs no supports. It walks well and 
advances gloriously when we put it on stilts, in- 
deed, but how much better it would do if allowed 
to walk with its own feet and fly with its own 
wings! 

Let the missionary of the cross talk Methodism 
to the heathen, or dilate on the perfection of Pres- 
byterianism, and he would, indeed, excite admira- 
tion, but by such labor he would not win a soul to 
Christ. Let him lift the Word of life n>w to his 
lips, and reveal the sublimities of Oalvary to his 
hearers, not once naming or alluding in the most 
distant way to his denominationalism, and he will 
fix the eye, excite the admiration, ard melt the 
soul into the contrition of a beautiful c »nsecration. 

No Methodist will say that such a transformation 
is a victory of Methodism! The Presbyterian will 
pot claim the fruit of the cross as that of Presbyte- 
rianism! Methodism, as a system, never convert- 
ed a soul, nor Lutheranism, as a system. Who will 
claim that they have? What are these systems in 
cymparison with the Church which e:ch professes 
to embody? What Christian man will boast of his 
denomination, only as he sees the glory of the 
Church shining from within? 

Strip off the husk and let the Church shine 
through open windows! The Church wants none 
of these false helps! They have been and are 
to-day the hindrances of the Church in its glorious 
work! They are but weights on the chariot wheels 
of our Zion! The business of the Christian is to 
build the Church, and when he stops to construct a 
denominationalism, though as a most magnificent 
drapery about the Ohurch, he has engaged in a 
work to which Christ did not commission him and 
for which he will get no gl.ry. 

The true local church is a fraternity of saved men 
and women who are seeking, with the help of the 
Spirit and in the name of the Master, to lift others 
into the same blissful moral condition to which 
they have attained. Bring these churches into a 
wider fraternal fellowship for mutual co-operation 
in the one name and spirit of Jesus, and you have 
simply the Church enlarged. Tne churches have 
not grown into a formidable denominationalism, 
simply because they have entered into the wider 
and more general fellowship of a conference cover- 
ing a state, or a convention covering a nation ora 
continent. 

As well call the council at Jerusalem a denomi- 
nation, as the embodied churches of the Miami 
Conference, or the geaeral churches of the conti- 
nent embraced in the American Christian Cmven- 
tion. The churches gathered conferentially or con- 
ventionally are simply c>operative in a fraternal 
sense. They surrender no rights and suffer no 
abridgment of liberties. If the c»nvention is more 
than the one local church it is simply so be cause it 
stands forth as the aggregation of many local 
churches. Tae churches banded together in a 
wider and representative fellowship are not trans- 
formed into something else. This federation, in 
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something higher and nobler than the Church. 
Fraternity, fellowship, co-operation on the Word 
and in the divinely-given name, constitute the 
‘Christian Church of to-day, was the Christian 
Church of the apostolic age, and such should be the 
Church in its world-wide relations.

My Dear Brother,—You will observe, page 164, 
Article III., Section 1, constitution Christian Pab- 
lishing Association: ‘‘The regular sessions of this 
Association shall be held quadrennially in connec- 
tion with those of the American Christian Conven- 
tion at such time and place as shall be mutually 
agreed upon by the two bodies, or by the executive 
boards thereof; and three months’ notice of such 
meetings shall be published in the HERALD oF Gos- 
PEL LiserRTy.’”’ Article 1V.: “The members of 
the American Christian Conventign at the corre- 
sponding session thereof shall, ex-officio, be mem- 
bers of this Association.’? Now (1), the chair for 
one ae is the chair (in this instance) of both 

bodies; (2) the members of the American CObris- 


tian Convention “shall, ex-officio, be members of 


this [Christian Pablishing Association] Associa- 


tion ;”’ (3) ‘“The regular sessions . . . shall be held. 
quadrennially . . . atsuch time and place as shall 


be mutually agreed upon.”

among other things, voted (agreed) to meet in reg- 
ular session with the American Christian Conven- 
tion at Marion, Indiana, in October, 1890. I received 
official notice of the same from the Christian Pab- 
lishing Association, as I was president and present. 
Rev. J. J. 8Sammerbell, D D., secretary of Amer- 
ican Christian Convention, under date of February 
27, 1890, gave me official notice of the vote (agree- 
ment) of the board (American Christian .Conven- 
tion) to hold ‘‘the next quadrennial session of the 
Convention at Marion, Indiana.’”’” Dr. Summerbell 
added, ‘* Will you announce the result of the vote 
through the HERALD?’”’ To this I replied, March 
3d, ‘**... Yours of the 27th ult. informing me of 
the unanimous selection of Marion, Indiana, as the 
place for our next Quadrennial Convention received 
to-day. I at once sent an official notice of the same 
to the HERALD OF GosPEL LIBERTY.’”’ Please 
observe, strictly, that the official time and place for 
quadrennial sessions “shall be mutually agreed 
upon.’’ They have mutually agreed. 

I hold (1) that neither could legally select the 
time and place wiihout the other; (2) after they 
had officially agreed upon the time and place it 
would be impossible to cffisially give notice for the 
meeting of one without giving notice for the meet- 
ing of both—especial/y since ‘‘the members of the 
American Christian Convention, at the correspond- 
ing session thereof, shall, ex-officio, be members of 
this Asscciation’” (Christian Pablishing Associa- 
tion), and no member thereof, either in law or 
equity, could conceive of a leg: 1 notice to the mem- 
bers of the American Christian Convention for a 
qaadrennial session which had not been legally 
‘tagreed upon by the two bodies, or the boards there- 
of,’’ whether they were members of both the Amer- 
ican Christian Convention ard the Christian Pab- 
lishing Association, or only members of the latter. 
‘*Three months’ notice of such meetings shall be 
published in the HERALD or GosPEL LIBERTY.” 
The notice has been given months ago. Yet I 
would repeat it from time to time. We must keep 
our denominational work continually before the 
people. If you approve of this letter, officially, 
please sign and send the same to the HERALD for 
publication at once.
